The mem- 
bers of the Legation, including at this time Messrs, Oliphant, 
Russell, (nephew of Earl Russell), and G.S, Morrison, had but 
lately retired to rest, when they were aroused by a loud knock- 
ing at the door, the firing of pistol shots, and the smashing of 
windows. The account that has reached us of the affair is 
somewhat confused, as it well may be under the circumstances, 
but it appears that Mr. Oliphant received a cut in his head, and 
that Mr. Morrison was wounded in the arm and shoulder. The 
darkness rendered it difficult for the assailed to see their 
enemies, and it was this blind fighting in the dark which in 
all probability saved the lives of our Legation. The six occu- 
pants of the building had only two revolvers and two or three 
swords between them. Happily, a number of Yacunins came 
to the rescue armed with swords, muskets, and Janterns, and 
the miscreants, about fourteen in number, on being assailed, 
retreated by a dark passage, and escaped by the priests’ room. 
Several soldiers were wounded, and five or six Loonings killed. 
A priest was also cut down, but is doing well. One of the 
gentlemen present describes very vividly the scene that pre- 
seuted itself on the dawn of day, and the course matters took 
afterwards. We extract the narrative from the China Hail :— 
“The long straggling garden was filled with and watchmen i 

every directing, poe were tied up to the bamboo fence, dead sssassina 
lay about with heads almost severed from their bodies by frightful sword 
cuts; one Looning, wounded in the bead andevery limb, was being cross- 
examined, and the shaved doctors were attending him ; he was surrounded 
bya fine guard, and tke scene was quite dramatic. Several beds had 
been cut about, books and chairs sliced with swords, sliding partitions 
smashed and covered with blood ; a red pool marked the road our two 
‘Wounded friends bad taken, the lanterns began to burn dim as the light of day 
ri disclosing picturesque and ssoldierlike groupein all direction. The 
japanese ministers came at five in the morning to get an audience, which was 
granted them ; attwelve, matters were di an were smoked. A de- 
spatch had been sent in the night forthe Ringdove; she arrived at about one 
O'clock & guard of marines and some dozen Freochmen reinforced us, 
and the various rooms were re-examined. I cannot conceive why they 
‘made such a noise, because they might bave come in so many ways with- 
out disturbing us at all; five of Loonings were killed, three committed 
the « ,” and one was severely wounded.

It was certainly an awful night, and quite unexpected. I do not know 

b ‘who caused these. meu to come, though it is 
said they are the Prince of Mito’s retainers.” 
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The Americans, as ‘usual, have been uninjured, and the 
‘universal feeling that prevails among Prince Mito’s party— 
for we make no doubt that this assault was made by his 
myrmidons — seems directed solely against gthe English 
Embassy. 

Tt is said that the assassins’ first effort was to find Mr. 
Alcock’s apartment, and not being able to do so probably 
discouraged them. Whether our Ambassador has, during his 
recent overland journey, given any fresh cause for the dislike 
entertained against him during his recent overland journey, we 
do not ot present feel justified in saying ; but the report is 
rife in Chins, that he has given great offence to the Japanese 
princes, in the first place by the expedition itself, and in the 
next, from his having forced his way into places where the 
presence of a foreigner was regarded as pollution, 


The day after the affair Mr. Alcock addressed the following 
circular letter to the other resident Ministers :-— 

“ H.M.'s Legation, Yedo, July 6, 1861. 

« Sir,—Last night between eleven and twelve o'clock, the British Lega- 
tion was suddenly attacked, and an entrance effected at several points 
simultaneously by armed bands of Japanese said by some to be Loonins, 
and by others the Prince of Mito's men. Two of the members of the 
establishment, Mr. Oliphant and Mr. Morrison, were met in a passage and 
both wounded, the first, I am sorry to say, very severely ; when a mo- 
mentary diversion was effected bya shot from Mr. Morrison's revolver, 
which appears to have taken effect. A few minutes later, the same or an- 
other division of the assassins sought to effect an entrance to the 
apartments: occupied by myself, by breaking through and hack- 
ing in picces some glass doors opening on to another suite, 
having mistaken their way. To this alone, under Providence, we 
probably owe our lives, for several minutes was thus lost to them, at the 
end of which some of the Yaconins or Damio’s guard appear to have come 
to the spot, and the assailants were finally driven out of the house, after 
having penetrated into nearly every room sxcept my own, leaving traces of 
their presence by slashing at all the beds and furniture. Marks of blood 
were found in various directions, and a prolonged conflict took place out- 
side in the avenue and approaches to the Legation, with the officers and 
men on service. 

“Such a deed of atrocity perpetrated in the capital of a Govern 
ment to which Foreign Representatives are accredited by the Westem 
Powers, needs no comment. I only feel it a duty to communicate 
to my colleagues the facts for their guidance and information; and to ac- 

waint them that, as a temporary measure, I have ordered up H.M.S. 

fingdove, and caused a guard of men to be landed. What measures it 
may be expedient to adopt for the further security of this and the other 
Legations in Yedo, and the maintenance of those international rights and 
immunities so grievously attacked, becomes a sericus consideration ; and 
one, the pressing importance of which, cannot well be overlooked. But 
on this part of the subject I shall be glad to enter into further communica- 
tion with you and the rest of my colleagues, should you feel disposed to 
favour me with your views.—I have, &c., RUTHERFORD ALCOCK.” 


CHINA, 


PEKING. 

By the latest dates the Emperor is still in Tartary. The 
Russian Minister had arrived overland from St. Petersburg. 
The most important news from Pekiug is the fact that Prussia 
has been unable to obtain a Treaty, the point of dispute being 
how soon the Prussians should be entitled to reside at the 
capital. The heat is said to have been very great, and much 
sickness prevailed in consequence among foreigners, 

TIEN-TSIN. 

News bas reached us up to the 25th July. The Russian 
Minister had arrived overland from St. Petersburg. The heat 
has been excessive, and the rate of mortality in consequence 
has been about ten per diem. A disease has been produced 
called “heat apoplexy.” The thermometer has sometimes 
reached 106 and 108 in the shade. 

Trade had assumed great activity ; the traders were return- 
ing from the fairs in the interior. 

The following account of some of the fairs to which foreign 
goods are taken from Tien-tsin, is obtained froma circular 
issued from Messrs. Meadows and Co. :—“ Kooching temple, in 
the Ho-keen prefecture, in the province of Chilee, distant from 
Tien-tsin 350 le, in the 2nd moon of the Chinese year. Maou- 
chow temple, in the Jenkeu district of Chihle province, distant 
200 le, on the 4th moon. Yutsie and Tackoo temples, in the 
Tse-yuen prefecture, in Shan-sé, distant about 1,200 le, in the 
5th moon, Kechow temple in tho Paouting prefectuf®, in 
Chihle, distant 300 le, in the 9th moon. Paouting city, the 
capital of Chihle province, 360 le, in the 10th moon. Foreign 
imports are taken to all these fairs from Tien-tsin, and include 
those Russian goods that are brought from the Russian and 
Chinese fairs on the borders of the respective countries, Chi- 
nese drugs and other products are also taken to these fairs, The 
other marts in the Northern provinces are not visited by the 
Tien-tsin traders.” 











+: HB YANG-TSE-ETANG. . 

The following letter from Hankow appears in the China 
Mail of the 12th August :— : 

« Having lately come up from Shanghai in one of the private steamers 
‘now running between ports on the river Yang. tee, you might like to hear 
of our doings and commercial prospects at this newly opened port; and 
thoagh present aspects. may be dull and unprofitable, yet eventually this 
place of all others will be the most iraportant.. ‘The one and only bar to 
Our euccess remains, and indeed to all appearance may for some cousider- 
ae ne : [allude to ie Bebe ey tng iis elie on sade here de- 

ies description; no one long here can effect exc! o at 
a prod and though exchanges are made, one-balf has tobe oes 
The Chinese here are anxious to trade, and would if able be only too 
glad to exchange their teas and silks for our shirtings and woollens; but 
an alarm of the ‘Rebels are approaching,’ or the Rebels are seventy i 
(thirty miles) off, sends them away with all their light wares and specie, 
and leaves trade at a stand-still, with deserted streets to testify to the ine 
jurious effects. The steamers are leaving here full, with teas and oil; and 
are each of them taking down from two to four junke likewise full. i 
might perhaps lead you to suppose that trade is good, but it is not—all 
these large cargoes have been purchased at a loss of exchange of cargoes 
of Manchester goods equally large, and freights for steamers are at present 
the principal gain, for 20 taels per ton between this and Shanghai is not a 
bad figure. Let the Rebels either leave this place for good, or take it at 
once and keep it instead of hovering around and remaining nowhere, and 
then trade must and will thrive; for as far as the Chinese teamen and 
traders are concerned, none seem more anxious to go to work. 

“In coming up here, the ill effects of this rebellion could be traced 
everywhere, At one place the river wascrowded with Mandarin junks and 
Imperialists, stopping every trading junk, and in some cases doing the usual 
squeeze—in others the flag of the Rebel displayed over a half-ruined city, 
and the country looking the very picture of desolation from the forced 
cessation from agricultural pursuits. No Chinese dream of sending a junk 
down the river laden with merchandise; they say she would fall into the 
hands of either Mandarins or Rebels, and its confiscation would be equally 
certain in either case, At Nanking, on our way up, we had to get a pass 
from the head of the Rebels, allowing us to trade, and desiring us to keep 
our red English ensiga flying. Well, having occasion to land a passen- 
ger (Chinese) at a city, Nganking, we found it in a state of siege from the 
Imperialists, and had to run the gauntlet in landing him, the Mandaria 
junks fring at us though an English flag was flying all the time. This 

lace (Nganking) was expected to fall ina few days after we left, as the 
Besieged nero shoes of prov 

« At Chinkiang the Imperialists in their turn were the besieged; the 
Rebels had attacked them about a fortnight ago, but were driven back 
with loss, To see and understand the injurious effects of these con- 
flicts, you require to be on the spot. Every man, anxious for the welfare 
of commerce, unites with mein deprecating it, let the successes be on 
either side. some definite and grand step is taken either to concen- 
trate forces and drive the Rebels from here, or the Rebels take all the 
river in their own charge, nothing will be done, and Hankow, that ought 
to prove our greatest acquisition, will only be an ignis fatuus that flees 
from our grasp when we attempt to clutch in it the commercial profits 
we seek to obtain.” 

The same journal reports that several disasters have occurred 
to vessels trading between Shanghai and Hankow. The Ma- 
nila bas been wrecked on a quicksand cight miles to the north 
of Starling Island; the Jajah was on shore five miles to the 
west of Nganking ; the Chusan ran aground on a sandbank near 
Bush Island; and the Cosmopolite is also ashore in the Yang- 
tse. All these casualties are solely attributable to the late 
flooding of the river; no blame whatever is assigned to the 
commanders and officers of the respective vessels. 1t is worthy 
of note that three of the steamers above-named were purchased 
from the P.andO. company. Unfortunately, we must expect to 
hear of accidents such as these until we have a larger ac- 
quaintance with the navigation of this interesting river. 

From Newchwang news has been received of the loss of the 
brig Emma, from Shanghai, all hands saved. The native popu- 
lation in the neighbourhood of that port are said to be lawless 
and intractable. A gentleman attached to the Consulate at 
Newchang has been assailed and dangerously wounded by 
three fellows who were engaged ir beating a woman, in whose 


behalf he interposed. 

Nganking is invested by the Imperialists, and the garrison is 
said to be in astarving condition, \The Taipings aftirm that 
they have an army in motion for its relief. 

NINGPO. 

The news by this mail is chiefly confined to the sufferings of 
the people from the extortion fof the authorities, the professed 
object being to raise funds for the protection of the city. It is 
said that some of the native merchants and bankers have al- 
ready paid 10,000 Tacls for imaginary protection, and on guns 
being placed on tho ramparts were required to pay 20,000 
Taels in addition. Rather than submit to this extortion, four- 
teen native banks have closed. 

SHANGHAI. 

‘The latest news from Shanghai speaks of the Rebels coming 
gradually nearer the city, and reports their strength at 
upwards of 100,000. It is remarkable that at the very time 
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when we have succeeded in opening China to British enterprise, 
the position ‘of the Imperialists and the Rebels should be so 
antagonistic as in some measure to neutralise our poligy. 
Commerce and war are utterly inimical. The love of life is 
stronger even than the passion for gain, and if the former is 
imperilled, the latter becomes dormant, The spproach of the 
Rebels to this important place will bring trade to a standstill, 
and we need scarcely remark that the stagnation of trade at 
Shanghai will materially affect the prosperity of the ports which 
have recently been opened. 


‘The recent innovations of the Customs authorities at 
Shanghai have given great dissatisfaction to the mercantile 
community. On this subject the China Mail writes as fol- 
lows :-— 


“Tt is most likely that some amelioration of the evils complained of 
will te made eventually ; it is only to be regretted that the abuses have 
possession of the field, and, on that account, laying aside altogether the 
delays of official routine, much trouble will be experienced in dislodging 
them. This is the more to be regretted, since mercantile interesis in 
China must continue to suffer grievously in the meantime, and the free 
supply of Chinese produce tothe English market must be considerably 
impeded. Exporters from England will also come to feel the disad- 
vantage they are placed at, and commerce will thus receive a blow from 
which it may take some time to recover. The matter has at length been 
taken up by the Chambers of Commerce both at Shang! 
Kong, and nothing should prevent its being fully inquired 
view to discovering at whose door the blame rests. Some 
this subject will be found at the end of our Summary of News.” 





The following passage is extracted from the report of the 
Committee of the British Chamber of Commerce :— 


“ The Committee cannot but draw the serious attention of the Chamber 
to the enormous and unreasonable exactions lately levied by the local 
authorities in excess of Treaty duties upon all branches of the local trade, 
the weight of which falls almost entirely upon foreign interests. It would 
appear indeed as if this were simply the mode adopted by the Chinese au- 
thorities for collecting from foreign trade those very indemnities which the 
Government of China is bound to pay to foreign Governments; and, 
difficult though’ it may appear for the representatives of foreign countries 
to interfere in the matter of the native taxation, so clear is the object of 
these exactions, and so contrary are they in spirit to the Treaties only lately 
ratified with Foreign Powers, that the Committee urgently suggest a forcible 
representation of the matter being madeto H.M.’s Minister by the Chamber 
of Commerce.’? 


On the same subject we quote from the columns of the 
North China Herald :— 


“ We have recently, and at a great expenditure of blood and treasure, 
forced a treaty upon the Chinese at the very gates of their capital, which, 
now that the pressure has ‘ithdrawn, they would seek indirectly to 
render inoperative. By th it and intention of that Treaty it was 
agreed that, under certain limitations, we should be permitted to enjoy an 
unrestricted trade with the Chinese. The game opened well and scemed 
about to be fairly played out; and it is a fact worthy of note, that no 
impediment was offered in this race of free trade, until the pressure 
under which this state of things was inaugurated had disappeared. 

“The first disagreeable impression of this nature on the minds of 
foreigners arose from the fact of the Chinese authorities placing a duty, 
amounting at once toa prohibitory one, on all goods purchased from Euro- 
peans by Chinese merchants in the north. It is useless for their apolo- 

sts to say that the Chinese have the right, that would be conceded to 
estern nations, of making any fiscal regulations with regard to their own 
subjects, they pleased, Were this so, the much-lauded Treaty of Tien- 
tsin would soon be converted into so much useless paper by our celestial 
friends ; and if the system be levelled against the vitality of our commer- 
cial understanding with the Chinese, then the sooner such a fraudulent 
attempt is stamped out the better.” 


Among other proofs of the system of squeezing adopted by the 
Custom-house authorities, the same journal shows how tea and 
silk are affected by it — 

* During Rebel disturbances, silk was brought to Shanghai via Ningpo, 
having paid a duty, say, of ten taels per picul. On shipping to Shanghai, 
an exemption certificate was granted by H.I.M. Customs, freeing it for 
England, Suddenly the ‘human footprint” its appearance in the 
shape of inland duty of five taels extra, for transit dues, at the same time 
that the order goes forth to withhold exemption certificates, thereby ren- 
dering this article liable to a further impost of ten taels here on re-ship- 
ment, making in all 150 per cent. more than the former duty of ten taels! 
In a similar way tea, on the opening of the new ports, came down, sub- 
Ject to the usual two end a-half taels duty, but suddenly the obnoxious 
footprint ’ is again seen, and a transit duty of one and a quarter taels is 
squeezed on this article coming from an open treaty port, being no less 
than 50 per cent. additional duty 1” 

A new steamer, the Surprise, has arrived from St. Francisco to 
msvigate the Yang-tse-Kiang. She was built in New York to 
‘compete with the Great Steam Navigation Company of Cali- 
fornia, was bought out by them, and now is resold under bonds 
not to run in California waters. She is noted among steamboat 
men for her speed, and having the usual qualifications of 
American river boste—very light draft, and much covered 
‘space, 4 


















We noticed in our last tho returu of the Overland Party, 
From an account since received, we learn that the whole surfage 
ofan island, which they named St. George, from the day on 
which they passed it, was covered with poppy, even to the 
summit of its highest hills, and that for a distance of more than 
seventy miles scarcely anything but poppy was grown on both 
sides of the river. The exploring party found the Rebels in 
force in the province of Se-chuen, and a missionary writing 
from Chun-khing, affirms that that province is in a deplorable 
condition. . 

‘An inquiry has been held on the loss of the steamer Manila 
in the Yang-tsze-Kiang with the following result :—“TheCourt 
having carefully examined the Master and Officers of the Ion 
Screw Steamer Manila, relative to the loss of the said vessel, are 
of opinion that no blame can be attached to the said Masters 
and Officers, but that the intricate navigation of the river Yang- 
tsze and the shifting nature of its banks were the causes of the 
accident.” 

FORMOSA. 

This new port, which was opened to trade by the treaty of 
Ticn-tsin, has now been dignified by a consular establishment, 
Mr. Robert Swinhoe, interpreter to the Amoy Consulate, having 
gone to Tai-wan-foo to take charge. It will be an independent 
vice-consulate, but communications with head-quarters will 
pass through H.M.’s Consul at Foo-chow that he may be ap- 
prised of what is going on, in case reference is required to the 
Viceroy of Fokicn, under whose authority Formosa is placed. 

“ Formosa,” says the Worth China Herald, “is not so attrac 
tive in a mercantile point of view as many other new ports 
in China where trade is now being so largely developed, but 
there is an extensive field for enterprise in cvolving the re- 
sources of that fine and wonderfully productive country, the 
result of which might be much more lucrative. The country 
affords great scope to a scientific man, and we doubt not Mr. 
Swinhoe will find a store of amusement for his leisure hours 
in that line. The result of his researches in Formosa have 
already been laid before some of the litcrary socictics.” 

HONG KONG. 

A special meeting of the Hong Kong Gencral Chamber of 
Commerce was held on the 9th August. Present—Messrs. 
Percival, McAndrew, Chomley, McKenzie, Gibb, C. Murray, H. 
Murray, Baldwin, Still, D. Lapraik, M. Pestonjee Setua, G. 
Sharpe, Cryder, Heard, Parkcr, Linstead, Newby, Noble, 
Clinker, Bosman, F. Johnson, Walkinshaw, Nissen, Weise, 
Reddie. 

The meeting had been convened for the purpose of discuss- 
ing the much-vexed question of the Foreign Inspectorate of 
Customs, and of devising some remedial measures to be sub- 
mitted to H.M.’s Plenipotentiary for the grievances which exist 
under this system of levying revenue. 

Mr. Perceval, the chairman of the association, stated the 
objects of the present meeting. It was called to consider 
the Inspectorate of Customs ; he himself had been one of the 
original supporters of the system ; when he had supported it, 
however, things were in a very different state from what they 
are now; the whole working of the systom was under the 
supervision of the consuls, and confiscations were unknown. 
Now they had to pay double duties, and they were put to more 
trouble and delay than ever. It was no use writing to Mr. 
Bruce on the subject ; he was too far away, and by the time an 
answer could be received from him they might as well have 
sent to England at once. It appeared to the speaker that in 
the working of this new Treaty, everything that was at all 
favourable to the Chinese was strictly carried out, but at the 
same time British interests, as well as those of other Foreign 
countries, were neglected. Indeed, whatever was favourable to 
the Foreigner in this new Treaty was overlooked, while Chincse 
interests were cherished, and every worl of the Treaty which 
could be construed in their favour, was carried out to the very 
letter. This was a state of things with which they had much 
reason to be dissatisfied—it was a state of things that ought not 
to last, The speaker went into the details of tho subject, and 
showed how he had personally taken measures to test the 
sworking of the treaty under the presentsystem, and with what re- 
ult ; he hoped the action of the Chamber of Commerce might 
lead to the speedy amelioration of the evils which at present 
existed. He submitted the subject to their consideration, and 
requested the Secretary to read the paper on the subject of the 
Foreign Inspectorate, which the committee had resolved should 
be laid before the members for approval. 

After considerable discussion on the various points raised by 
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this document, it was proposed by Mr. Johnson, and seconded 
by Mr. Still, that all the resolutions read at the meeting be 
printed, and copies of the same forwarded to the members to 
receive confirmation, and any further suggestions on the matter 
of which they treated which might appear advisable. 

The China Mail describes as follows the healthiness of Hong 
Kong during the late summer in contrast with other ports : 

«© We have had a remarkably moild summer as yet, milder than previous 
years, and still more improved by pleasant breezes, This is all the more 
striking when we consider the present condition of other parts of China in 

to temperature. At ‘ien-Tsin, which was s0 long ice-bound last 
winter, the thermometer is now at 112 degrees in the ‘and the mor- 
tality, as mentioned above, is from 10 to 19 per diem; at Shanghai the 
number of deaths has been large, and the heat excessive ; at Foo-chow it is 
97 in the shade; at Saigon the men, French, are dying at the rate of eight 
or nine er diem while in Hong Kong the weather has been quite plea- 
sant, and the mortality not in excess of ordinary times. It would thus 
appear that Hong Kong is at present the sanitarium of China.” 

The Gazette of the 27th of July publishes a document issued 
by the local committee appointed by Government for promot- 
ing the representation of the colony at the Great International 
Exhibition. It states that all articles must be forwarded 
through them as the central authority, and that Admiral Sir 
James Hope has expressed his readiness to let such things, as 
may be ready in time to go by long sea route, be carried free 
in any of H.M.’s ships proceeding to England at a suitable date, 
‘The reat the committee propose to send by overland passage. 

‘As a rough suggestion of what may be contributed, the com-

The China Mail reports a fire which broke out in Mra, 
‘Winniberg’s millinery establishment, Queen's Road, which to- 
tally destroyed it and the godowns of Mr. Henry Duddell 
underneath. There was, as usual, a great scarcity of water, 
and much energy misapplied. Never has there been a 
fire in Hong Kong without a great and very unnecessary 
amount of confusion, where all would be directors, and 
yet there was no one real head; but on this occasion con- 
fasion was worse confounded. ‘The soldiers, instead of 
‘being mustered and despatched in divisions under officers to 
the spot, seem to have heen started off to do just as they 
liked ; and as the two rooms facing the road were filled with 
wines and spirits many of the men, instead of assisting to put 
‘cout tho fire, betook themselves to looting, and retired up the 
hhilleside to enjoy their drink unobserved. It was really the 
“most disgraceful scene we ever witnessed, 

Mr. William Speiden, Jun. the United States’ Naval Store- 
“keeper, has been fined £200 for unlawfully detaining a Chinese 
contractor, by locking him up in a cellar, and the Judge was 
much disposed to imprison him for the offence. 

The Hong Kong Register, the oldest newspaper in China, is 
no longer in existence. 

‘A meeting was held to consider the question of the Canton 
claims. It is stated that a resolution was passed, “That Mr. 
Bruce be requested to pay 25 per cont. of the claims out of 
the monies already received from the Chinese Government.” 
No report has been given in the Hong Kong papers. 

The Daily Press reports the following attempt to establish 
Confederate privateors on the coast of China. 

«We certainly must say that the disruption of the United States has 
soon assumed those calamitous characteristics for which civil wars are 80 
celebrated. The U.S. naval storekeeper at Shi was a politician 
named ‘ Judge” Cleary—we believe he earned the title from having been 
a magistrate in California, It seems by last advices from Shanghai, that 
this man, in connection with ‘Colonel’ Ward (the celebrated filibuster), 
Captain Allen (who brought the steamer Surprise from California), and 
Captain Lynch (for some years in command ot the steamer Antelope, and 
lately of the hased the schooner Neva, equipped her from 
the U.

‘8. naval stores, and intend to cruise off this coast as a privateer. 
The steamer Saginaw hurried up yesterday on the intelligence being 
made known, and, we make small doubt, will capture her. Ward is a 
desperate character, and has a large sum of mone; which he has made in 
the Imperial service. He was connected with Walker, and is « sailor by 
profesion. Lynch is a Northener. We fancy the affair will end in grief.

CANTON, 

The following items are taken from the Friend of China: — 
During the lave rains and floods in this province, in an ad- 
jacent district two women and two children were floated away 
house and all. The second rice crop of the season in this, the 
Shun-tukh and Sam-shui districts, is, it is feared, almost to- 
tally destroyed, and the distress consequent is likely to be very 
great. Already subscriptions are afoot among the wealthy for 
the relief of the suffering, many of whom are hawking their 
children for sale, 

“Tt is a practice among the inhabitants of the villages around 
to bring their newly-finished dragon boats, and pull, with the 
usual clamour of drum and gong, up and down the face of the 
foreign quarter at Honam. During the past month there have 
been half-a-dozen such spectacles, the Honamites appearing to 
take the warmest interest in the motions of the rowers and 
drum-beaters, A new boat of this sort equipped in the 
usual style, had pulled down, and after a little delay off the 
Kum-fa-mew landing-place was there met by a violent 
squall to which she lay to peaceably enough. It 
was hardly over, however, before she ventured up, 
and was near the Spanish Consular chop when over she 
went, and the tide runving down furiously. Of her crew of 
seventy or 0, only some twenty were picked up alive, Fifty 
at least found a grave in the Chu-kiang. The poor fellows, 
nearly all in the full bloom of youth, were natives of the village 
of Pak-hok, the chunam and tile factories about abreast the 
Macao Passage fort. 

‘There have been some disturbances in the province of Kan- 
suh lately between the different sections of Mahomedans there. 
Many of these are Mongol Tartars, and it may be that at a meet- 
ing where abstruse points of doctrine were discussed, the lan- 
guage of the latter was not understood. At all events, from 
words they came to blows, and the Mongols, once in arms, car- 
ried devastation all around. According to advices whole towns 
were destroyed by the ravagers.”

JAVA. 

A company has been formed at Samarang to carry a railway 
from that place through the plain of Damak to Souracarta and 
Djocjocarta: 

A great deal of rain has fallen over the whole of Java, and 
inundations have taken place in different places. In Banyumas 
and Pachitan, but especially in South Kediri, much damage has 
been done. In the last-named district, which suffered so 
severely from the floods in February, much destruction of life 
and property has again occurred. Eleven persons and 200 
cattle were drowned, nine desas with 227 houses have been 
Jsid waste, and a great quantity of paddy destroyed. The 
sugar-cane and other crops have also been much injured. 

The accounts from Banjermassing are of the same nature as 
those received in previous months. Expeditions are sent out 
in different directions and destroy the enemy's bentings or 
stockades, but no sooner have the troops retired than the Re- 
bels again re-assembled in as great numbers as ever, and 
the same fruitless expeditions must be repeated. The troops 
are harassed and many valuable lives lost, especially of officers, 
in these affairs, which appear to lead to no useful result. 

Accounts from the Batu Islands, on the west coast of Su- 
matra, state that earthquakes still continue to take place at the 
Island of Simo. The scanty population remaining after the 
frightful occurrences of the 9th Marcb, had almost wholly for- 
saken the Island. 





, MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 

‘There is but little news from this port, Siam, or Borneo. 

The Singapore Standard is indignant st the news that the 
semi-monthly mail would be stopped “at the very moment 
when free ports have been opened out in newly-acquired terri- 
tories,” and still more indignant that the Straits transfer question 
should still remain unsettled, and it affirms that our House of 
Commons is the locum tenena of members “whose souls are 
gloomy as the spirits haunting the Hartz mountains, or weir- 
wolves intent only on devouring dead bodies.” Our ignorance 
of spirits in general, and Hartz spirits in particular, together 
with our total unacquaintance with weir-wolves, prevents us 
from directly contradicting this grave assertion. 

The Chinese firm of Chong San Seng Chai, and Co, has 
become insolvent, Their liabilities are stated at $59,000. 
Three others, Heng Lee, Chong Eng, and Tye Poon, failed about 
a month since, to meet their engagements, The former, 
Henghee, owes about $20,000, and a composition of 50 per 
cent, has been refused by the creditors. The others, Chong 
Eng, and ‘Tye Poon, have submitted no statement of their 
affairs, and are themselves missing. They offered a fortnight 
since to pay in full, and are supposed to be able to do 80, and 
it is believed that, tempted by the facility with which compro- 
mises can be effected in Singapore, they are endeavouring to 
defraud their creditors. 

The piratical fleets designated the “Lanun” appear to have 
again been successful in passing through the Java Sea, making 
their usual victims. It is considered to be very disgraceful to 
the Goverments of England and Holland. 

The Standard animadverts on an article which appeared 
some time since in our paper, on “the position of France in 
tho Fast,” and after quoting it at length, has the audacity to 
affirm, in reply to some remarks contained in it, that “go 
where you will, more unpardonably sin will be found to exist 
in districts of missionary labour than the poor deluded settlers 
ever knew before the appearance of the missionaries.”

Amoy.—Since the date of last report there has been but a moderate 
business done. The Congou market was opencd on the 10th July, by 
the settlement of about 800 half-chesis of superior cargo quality at $20.75 
to $92.50. Subsequently about 900 half-chests of similar quality were 
settled at $2.50 per picul advance, but this little spurt was of only short 
duration, Until latterly this kind commanded some attention, at rates 
proportionate to those first paid, but now there is mot much doing, and 
priccs are about $1.00 to §2.00 lower. ‘The Oolong market was opened 
on the 24th July, and about 1,500 half-chests of common to good com- 
mon quality were settled at $17 to §18 short. A moderate business has 
since continued at these figures, but just at present there is, if anything, a 
slight easier tone prevailing. Plain (Orange Pekoe : this description durtog 
the early part of the month occupied the attention of buyers somewhat, 
and purchases were made at $12.50 to $18.25 short, for low ordinary to 
fine quality. Arrivals to date: market, 7,271 half-chests; settled, 5,470 
half-chests; stock, 3,715 half-chests; contract, 1,914 half- chests: total, 
9,185 half-chests, against 16,709 packages last season. Congou settle- 
ments have been made of all grades, at $14 to $20 for low ordinary to 
preferable, to good common, and $21.75 to $25.00 for superior cargo 
quality. Arrivals to date are—market, 14,682 half chests ; settled, 5,764 
half-chests ; stock, 9,619 half-chests ; contract, 700: total, 15,383 half 
chests, against 13,75 half-chests last season. Oolong and Ankoi: in 
the former d. on there has been a fair amount of business done since 

market, ed, and 4,904 half-chests have been taken at $15.00 to 
$21.00 for inierior to good cargo quality. 

Raw Sitx.—Shanghai: We fave again experienced a fortnight of 
excessively high prices, at which a fair business has been done, amount- 
ing to 4,000 bales; prices are reported lower in the interior, and as 
Carolus Dollars have lately been bought at 5 to 8 per cent. cheaper than 
at the opening of the new silk season, the laying down cost at this 
port will be considerably under the rates ruling here. The quantity 
come down has been excessive, and has materially increased the stock, 
but fully confirms the fears of a scarcity of fine Silk. With a conti- 
nuation of unsatisfactory news from home, large stock, and every pros- 
pect of a full supply, it is extraordinary that prices should have continued 
so firm; and many of the large buyers are keeping out of the market ex- 
pete a material deciine. From Ningpo some 1,200 bales of Sew- 

ings, &c., had been shipped prior to the imposition of the altempted 
“squeeze.’” This has now been removed, and further supplies are ex- 
pected. From Japan about 200 baleshave reached us. Quotations are : 
—Tsatlees, No. 1 and 2, 460 taels per picul; No 2,430 to 440; No. 3, 
400 to 420; No. 4, 875 to 390; No. § and common, 330 to 860. Tay- 
saams, No. 1, 360 to 875 taels per picul; No. 2, 320 to 840; No. 3, 
295 to $27; 4,5, and common, 245 to275; Yuenfa, 290 to 410 taels 
per picul ; Hainings, 290 to 350 ditto; Hongchow Teatlee, 360 to 375 
ditto; Sewhings, 290 to 890 ditto; Laeyongs, 250 to 265 ditto; 
‘Throwns, 300 to 365 ditto. 

CanTon.—The quotations remain as last given, The sales of the 
fortnight are reported at 75 piculs, ‘The third yield is generally inferior, 
and the assortment on the market very poor.

In other goods under this denomination 
the market is over-supplied. Coals are higher. Hong Kong English 
steam from the store are worth $14. For Sydney $10 is asked. ‘The 
Shanghai quotations are—English steam, 13 to 13} tacls; American 
anthracite, 12 to 18 taels; Formosa, 64 to 6} taels; Japan, 6} to 7 taels, 

Mamita.—The Maria Rosario, from Singapore, arrived 23rd July, 
and the Rosarito and Glorias de Maria, from Liverpool, on Ist August, 
bringing their cargoes to a very dull and overstocked market. The sales 
do not include any made “to arrive” by the last-named vessels ; but it is 
unlikely that any considerable portion of their cargoes can have been 
placed, as dealers are doing little or nothing, and it is exceedingly difficult 
to induce them to take delivery of goods bought some time ago. 
pores hold large stocks which it is useless to attempt to force on the mar- 
et, even were they willing to accept rates, that would leave serious lowes, 
increased by the present very unfavourable exchange; but as shipments 
should now materially fall off, it may be hoped that after the wet season, a 
more active demand at improved prices may be reported. There is little 
or no alteration to report in produce. 

Stncarore.—There has been little change in our produce market 
Supplies during August are never very large, and the low prices now cur- 
rent are a great check to production. Little produce is being shipped 
to England, but two vessels are loading for America on owner's account, 
Freights are well supported. 


JAPAN.—KANAGAWA. 

‘The market continues exceedingly dull. The demand for camlets has 
almost ceased, and all transactions rave been confined to barter against 
tea and silk. Importations of camlets and grey shirtings have latterly 
been very large, and cause a great depression in these goods. Tea.— 
Settlements for the month are estimated at about 1,000 piculs, at a reduc- 
tion of $3 to $4 for and fair kinds. The stocks in Yokubana are 
light, but large supplies are daily expected, Silk. — During the early part 
of the monty our market was quiet and little was done except in banter 
against imports; but on the 29th the Fiery Cross arrived, bringing ac- 
counts of the opening of the Shanghai market, when an active demand 
sprung up, and the small stock on the market was brought up at an ad- 
vance of from $20 to $25 on former rates, The total export from Ist 
July, 1860, to 10th June, 1861, has been 1,997 bales to England; 8,754 
to Shanghais and 191 to Hong Kong.

FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS, 


At Suanotar.— Business is in a very depressed state, and the large 
amount of disengaged tonnage is more or less swelling by the daily amri= 
vals, as there is no demand for vessels of either large or sinall size, and, 
consequently, a great many of them will bave to go clsewhere secking. 
Exemption Certificates are now suspended by the Custom-iouse, which 
almost deprives the natives of any chance in embarking in the coast trade 
which continucs without any animation. As this acts greatly against 
foreign trade a protest has been made on behalf of the British’ Chamber 
of Commerce, the result of which is not yet known. The business by 
the steamers on the Yung-teze continues brisk, but is kept very quiet. 
The Adriatic has been chartered to Swatow and back, 50lay days, $3,300 
Elizabeth, Chefoo, Swatow, and back, 70 days, $5,300 ; Armistice, Coast 
Japan and China, $1,600 per month, The Neva has been sold for 3,730 
taels; Lebanon, for 12,000 taels; and Iskenderia fur 4,000 taels. 

At Foo-cuow-Foo.—For moderate-sized craft several charters are 
offered at satisfactory rates. 

At Amoy.—Lower rates have been accepted owing to the lange arri- 
vals, and the demand for coast charters being so small in consequence of 
the duty imposed on them. 

At Hone Kone, Macao, anp Canton.—There is very little busi- 
ness doing for Europe, and it is quite at a stand-still for the United 
States, as also for emigration purposes, Australia has been the principal 
port, as engagements have been made with no less than six vessels, In 
tice charters a fair business has been done, while for the coast it has been 
restricted, owing to the Custom-house having imposed both an export 
and import duty by suspending the Exemption Certificates. 
The charters reported are—Hero from Canton, and Nemesis from 
Foo-chow-Foo to London, both at current rates. Earl of Hard 
wicke, Jupiter, and John Stephenson from Foo-chow-Foo to Australia, 
the first at £1,500 in full, second at £4. 15s. per ton; latter on terms 
unknown. ‘Seven vessels for Bankok, at 5c. to GUc. per picul. 

At Mantia.—The Norther Crown is loading 1,200 tons current sugar 
for Liverpool at £2 per ton, and would load hemp, &c., at less than 
teurrent rates. Burdeosy Habana is aleo loading for the same port a 
£3, 7s. 6d, for sugar, and 44, 5s, for hemp; and Luisita at £3, 5s. for 
current, £3, 10s. for unclayed, and £4. 58, for hemp. 

At Stncavons.—To Liverpool: £3. 10s. to £4. To New York: 
£5 to £5, 10s, Ready employment is found by all seeking vessels, as a 
good inquiry sill continues for tonnage. ‘The Antilla loads for Liverpool 
at above rate. Beatrice, from Padang to New York, at £5 light freight, 
£5, 10s. coffee. East Indian, from Samarang to Falmouth, at £3. 1Us., 
and 10s. extra if to the Continent, 


At Penanc.—There is no vessel now on the berth for London, but the 
Victor and Gwalior, which are shortly expected, have both been chartered 
back, the former at 23. 158.10 44. 108, The latter at £4. to £4. 10s, 


CASUALTIES. 

‘The steamer Manila left Hankow on the 13th July for Shanghai. On 
the 19th, when about eight miles north of Starling Island, observed some 
bushes sticking up above the water close to the starboard bow, when the 
engines were reversed which partly turned her round, and both anchors 
had to belet out. After having been knocking about for eight hours the 
quarter deck was four feet under water, lying over at an angle of thirty de- 
grees, when all hands were ordered into the boats, who arrived at Shang- 
hai on the 24th July, having behaved throughout the accident in a most 
exemplary manner. The vessel is quite a wreck. 

The Dollart, arrived in Amoy onthe 10th July, having on board a Rus- 
sian cargo, which has been no less than twenty-three months on its way 
from Cronstadt to the Amoor. It has been shipped in three vessels which 
have all met with very heavy weather, and have either had to return 
to a port or lay about the sea, With the Dollart the captain died when 
twenty-two days from Batavia, also several of the crew, when the captain's 
son, who was mate, took charge of her, and managed to get her to Amoy, 
mhere all the crew had to go to the hospital and a fresh one was put on 
board, and she sailed again for Castries Bay on the 25th July. 

The St. George, from Amoy, drifted ashore outside the Six Islands, 
when she signalised the steamer Cadiz, and offered her $1,000 or $1,200 
to tow her off, which the steamer refused todo. The Welcome ( Brit.) 
also bound out, seeing her position stood in, and by the loan of her haw- 
sers succeeded in floating and anchoring her in deep water. For this 
the captain sent in a claim of ¢500, which was refused, they saying that 
the ship would have foated herself at high water ; but tuey ultimately paid 
$200 for saving a ship and cargo worth $60,000.

FRANCE. 


The Paris papers of the 25th inst. assert that in consequence 
of the late events in Japan, the English vessels on the China 
station have been ordered to Yedo. 

‘A despatch has been received by the Maritime Prefect. of 
Toulon, on the 22nd inst. to send forthwith 100 additional 
seamen to Alexandria to reinforce the French Acet in Cochin 
China, The steam-frigato Udloa sailed from Toulon on the 
21st for Alexandria, having on board several naval officers, 
seven missionary priests, 187 quartermasters and other non- 
commissioned officers, and 600 seamen, for Cochin China, with 
gix civilians going to seek their fortune in the new colony. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Marseilles Semaphore 
‘writes :— 

“ A sad event has occurred here. Count de Sallabery, a Frenchman, 
who lately went on an exzedition into the interior, took into his service 
two Europeans, an Italian and an Englishman. But one night whilst he 
‘was asleep, these two men murdered him, by stabs with a poignard, and 
threw the body into the sea, after which they stole his property. The 
murderers then went towards Niogpo, but rere soon arreetod, by the 


Chinese Police, at the request of the English Consul, who also acts as 
French Vice-Consul at Ningpo. 

« About fifteen boats manned by Europeans, and containing cargoes of 
silk for Shanghai, were recently seized in the river by pirat, who de- 
manded a sum of 50,000f. to release them. The Europeans refused to 
pay the money, but, fortunately, they abstained from any act of violence, 
as otherwise they would undoubtedly have been murdered. The pirates 
were about to go off with the vessels, but the English Commodore at 
Shanghai sent a gunboat, and the whole were retaken. The Rebel army 
of 15,000 or 16,000 men, which had for some time been blockading 
Chin Kiang, on the Yang-tsze, siddenly disappeared a few days back, 
and has gone we know not where. It appears that energetic measures 
‘are about to be taken to protect Ningpo against the Rebels. ‘The French 
Admiral in command of the Shanghat station a short time back made a re- 
~connaisance at lace, and has just gone on a new one, accompanied by 
the French Consul. They intend to visit the Island of Chusan, ia 
-which, dusing the expedition in China, stores for the troops were placed, 
and which the French intend to occupy permanently. This island will 
Possess great advantages for French commerce, and the English will re- 
-Gret seeing it fall into the hands of the French.” 


The Pays says in its “latest news” :—“ The complete eva- 
-cuation of China by the French troops is not so near at hand 
as some foreign journals allege. Letters received from Peking 
by the last mail state that it has been considered necessary to 
support the Ambassadors in that capital by forces sufficiently 
imposing to prevent the results of the campaign from being 
compromised by the ill-will of the inferior mandarins who are 
clandestinely opposed to the liberal tendencies of the Viceroy.” 

A letter had been received at Toulon from Cochin-China, 
dated the 31st of July last, giving very unsatisfactory accounts 
of the state of that country. At that date the Annamites 
were beginning to repeat their attacks under the influence of a 
proclamation from the Emperor, who had set a high price on 
the head of every Frenchman. Copies of this proclamatian 
had been distributed through the country, and even attached to 
the trees. The French possession of My-Tho was nearly block- 
aded by from 4,000 to 5,000 Cochin-Chinese, who were ravag 

ing the country, pillaging and massacring the inhabitants who 
would not emigrate at the approach of the French. These 
troops, composed of brigands of the worst description, were 
commanded by a mandarin of no common energy, who, being 
perfectly aware that his followers could not resist the French 
in combat, was determined to avoid a collision with them. 
Knowing all the passes through the marshes, he could commit 
his depredations with impunity. The French commander had 
consequently determined to attack Bien-Hoa, the base of the 
enemy’s operations, The result is anxiously expected. 

An addition is about to be made to the Exhibition now open 
at the Palais de I'Industrie of the productions of the French 
colonies—namely, a collection of articles of the kingdom of 
Siam which were sent to France by the Government of that 
country, The public and persons connected with manufac- 
tures will thus have an opportunity of examining different 
articles of raw material, such as silk, cotton, ivory, horn, gums, 
different kinds of wood, &c, which are similar to the pro- 
ductions of the new French colony in Cochin China. 

The Siamese Ambassadors are to leave France about the 
‘28th, and orders have been sent to Toulon to prepare the steam 
frigate Asmodee, to convey them to Alexandria.

Although it was only in my last letter that I had to record, 
the close of the Session of the States General on the 3rd inst., 
that Parliamentary body was re-opened on the 16th inst. for 
the Session of 1861-62, by the King in person. In his 
speech from the throne His Majesty congratulated the country 
on its being in such a flourishing condition, informed the 
House that he was on the most amicable terms with all foreign 
Powers, but said nothing of America. With regard to the 
Colonies he said but fow words, regretting the war that was 
going on in Borneo, but hoping it would soon be brought to a 
satisfactory conclusion. 

Mr. J, A. Philipse, one of the members for South Holland, 
has been re-appointed President of the First Chamber of the 
States General for the present Session. ‘The first act of the 
Second Chamber was to make up their list of three candidates 
for their Presidency, for presentation to the King, who, by the 
power vested in him by the Constitution, is entitled to make 
the selection. The three candidates elected by the Chamber 
are Mr. van Reenen (who had 36 votes), Mr. Dullert (27 votes), 
and Mr. van Goltstein (34 votes). 

The King has selected Mr. van Reenen as President of the 
Second Chamber. :

The Journal de la Haye relates, with evident marks of self- 
complacency, that the Emperor of the French after perusing 
Mr. Money’s work, “Java; or, How to Manage a Colony,” 
placed it in the hands of Marshal Pelissier and M. Chasseloup 
de Laubat, who reported so favourably on its contents that 
orders have been given to Rear-Admiral Bonnard, the new 
Commander-in-Chief and Governor of the French settlement 
in Cochin China, to repair in person to Batavia on his way out, 
in order to study for somo time the Dutch system of colonial 
government in Netherlands India, with a view to introduce it 
into the new French colony. 

Major-General O. A. do Brauw, of the East India army, Aide- 
de-Camp Extraordinary to the King, is nominated Grand Officer

First-class Lieut. Kniphorst, RN, Commander of H.M.’s 
steamer Sindoro, fitting out for service in the Indian Archi 
Pelago, is appointed Flag Lieutenant to Rear-Admiral May, the 
new Commanderin-Chief of the Dutch naval forces in the 
East, who ‘goes out by the overland route in October. Lieut. 
Kniphorat will, however, go out in command of the Sindoro, 
and join the Admiral after his arrival in Java.

Mr, J. H. Donker Curtius, late Dutch Commissioner to Japan 
and Siam, has obtained the Royal permission to sccept and 
wear the decoration of Knight Commander of the Order of 
Christ, conferred on him by H. M. the King of Portugal. 

The King has awarded a pension for life to L. N. Baron van 
der Goes van Dirzland, the late Minister for Foreign Affairs, 

Last week Mr. H. D. Potter, formerly Resident of Tagal, re- 
ceived a very handsome and valuable memorial from the officials 
and inhabitants of his former Residency, in the shape of 9 
massive silver tea equipage, engraved witha suitable inscription.

Despatches have been received by the Minister for the 
Colonies from the Governor of Curacoa, stating that on the 17th 
ult. the American piratical steamer Suméer, Capt. Semmers, ap- 
peared off that port, and fired asignal gun, The Commandant 
of the fort, perceiving the Secessionist flag, would not allow the 
privateer to enter the harbour till he had communicated with 
the Governor. In the mean time the Sumter sent a boat ashore 
with an officer and a party of armed men, to ask permission to 
enter the port for the purpose of cosling and repairing 
damages. The Governor gave the permission required, but not 
without a strong protest on the part of the United States Con- 
sal. The Sumter remained there a week, and then put to sea. 
She carried a crew of a hundred and fifty men, and was armed 
with four thirty-two pounders and two sixty-four pounders, 
She did not purchase any provisions at Curacoa, one of her 
officers remarking they had found such a quantity of food on 
board the prizes they had made as to last them for several 
weeks. Those of the Officers who had served in the United 
States Navy wore their old uniforms with the naval button, 
On the day the Sumer left, one of her crew deserted. The 
Governor gave them the assistance of the police to find him, 
but they did not succeed. It was said he found a safe asylum | 
at the house of the United States Consul. This affair will 
probably lead to a diplomatic correspondence between tho 
Netherlands Government and the Cabinet at Washington. 

It will be remembered that in the last Session of the States 
General, the Bill for the introduction of a uniform penny 
postage, though carried in the Lower House, was thrown out 
by the First Chamber. In consequence of this, an agitation 
has commenced, for the purpose of pressing it more strongly 
than ever on the consideration of the Legislature. An address 
to the States General has already been got up and numerously 
signed by the inhabitants of Bergen-op-Zoom, and a similar one 
is being prepared by the Chambers of Commerce at Leyden, 
Utrecht, and other towns.

BANQUET AT PERTH TO SIR J. HOPE GRANT. 


‘The freedom_of' the city of Perth was lately prevented to Sir J. 
Hope Grant, G.C.B., on the following day the gallant General 
was entertained at dinner in the County Rooms by the gentlemen of the 
county and city. 

‘The Earl of Mansfeld, who presided, in proposing the toast of the 
evening, referred to the gallant general's services {or thirty-five years in 
the army, and to the distinctions he had gained in the campaigns of the 
Sutlej, the Punjab, India, and China. He also highly eulogized his cha- 
racter in private life. 

‘Sir Hope Grant, in the course of his reply, said—It has been my 
greatest ambition to be of service to my Queen and country, and your 
approbation amply repays me for all the difficulties I have had to contend 
with, In the last China campaign, amid all the horrors and dangers of 
war, there was much to interest and amuse, I assure you, and I cannot 
help remembering the day we landed at Pehtang. The country around 
was a large salt marsh, and before we were enabled to set foot on shore the 
tide bad risen and covered the whole country round for miles with water. 
‘There was a raised causeway or road, which ran from the Taku Forts to 
Kobtung, and General de Montauban and myself determined to make for 
this position, ‘There was. large Tartar cavalry picket on this road, but 
they seemed struck with surprise and terror at our amphibious appearance, 
and at two such fine armies marching up to their knees in water, with their 
trousers tucked up, carrying shoes and stockings in one hand, and in the 
other their weapons of destruction, and they never waited for an attack, 
Our first day’s fight was upon the 12th of August—grouse-shooting day. 
But we had, unhappily, other game to destroy. The Tartars were well 
licked ; and in the house where San-ko-lin-sin, the famous Tartar general, 
had resided, a despatch was found written by him to the Emperor, in 
which he said—* English newspapers have been pt into my hands, which 
1 have had translated, and in them it is stated that the English mean to 
land at Pehtang, and tnke our forts in reverse. We know very well this 
is not likely to be the case. No natton would ever be 20 foolish as to 
state publicly the tactics they intended to pursue. Besides which, the 
country is quite impracticable, and I have troops all along the road which 
will soon annihilate them.” So, gentlemen, you will sce the candour with 
which this was stated, and that the way in which wetried to forewarn the Tartar 
general had the effect of putting him off his guard, as be could not believe 
in the truthfulness of our public prints, Well, gentlemen, the Taku Forts 
fell, and we marched up to Peking, after two sharp actions along the road. 
Batteries were formed by the French and ourselves to blow down the 
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walls, which would have been no easy matier, as they were 50 feet high 
and 60 in breadth. We have read in ancient his of the walls of 
Babylon being so broad that a number of chariots could be driven abreast 
along the top of them, and on the walls of Peking I am convinced that six 
or eight coaches-and-four could have gone easily inthe same manneg. How- 
ever, just five minutes before our guns were to open, one of the city gates 
was given up to us, which we took possession of. A day was fixed for 
signing the treaty, and as Ihad been informed by Roman Catholic mi 
sionaries—who bad heard it from Chinese converts, of whom there are a 
‘great number in that city—that infernal machines and guns were to be 
turned against us when we got into the intricacies of the town, I senta 
large force to be for any little contretemps wo might meet with. 
Lord Elgin accordingly started at the hour appointed, and 1 accompanied 
him. We proceeded to the hall of audience, where we were received by 
the Prince Kung and about 400 or 500 Mandarins, dressed in splendid 
robes. The terror displayed in the Prince's countenance was traly amus- 
ing, His eyes kept turing about without moving. bis head, first 
towards Lord Elgin and then towards me, and he was as pale as 
. The ceremony was just commencing, when Mr. Berto, a photo- 
Grapher who had accompanied me to China, being anxious to obtain a 
good view of the signing of the treaty, placed his large apparatus within 
yards of Prince Kung, the large lens presented at his breast and at the 
‘other Mandarins, who, like ourselves, poor fellows,.are just as frightened 
at infernal machines as we were. They thought this was some terrible 
species of mortar with which we intended to blow them all into the next 
‘world, and their looks of consternation were truly amusing. The treaty 
was soon signed, and we were bowed out much more pleasantly than we 
were bowed in. You are aware, gentlemen, everything ended satisfacto 
rily. In a few days we marched down the country, and got away just as 
the severe frosts commenced. The river closed up, and snow fell, and I 
was obliged to march the cavalry 32 miles in one day to the mouth of the 
river Peiho to enable them to embark, Shortly after the frost became so 
severe that the sea froze over 40 miles from land. Well, gentlemen, we 
got safely home to our native country, and I trust we shall have no more 
war with China. I trust, when I return from India, which I hope to do 
before long, that I shall not be forgotten by my old friends who have 
treated me so kindly and warmly this evening.

Za Chine et les Puissances Chrétiennes. Par D. Sinibaldo de 
Mas, Ancien Envoyé Extraordinaire et Ministre Picnipo- 
tentiare de la Reine D'Espagne en Chine, &e. Paris: 
Hachette and Co. 


This book is written in a thoroughly lively and readable style, 
and discusses all those topics—social, political, religious— 
which are connected with tho intercourse between Chinamen 
and Europeans. M. Sinibaldo de Mas writes with the authority 
of a man who is perfectly conversant with his subject, and 
with the ability of an author who knows how to turn his ob- 
servation and acquirements to the best possible account. With 
Anglo-Chinese literature ho is evidently quite familiar. He 
considers Williams’s “ Middle Kingdom ” as the best and most 
complete work that has hitherto been published on China, 
quotes Davis, Lockhart, {Bowring, and Scarth, the Friend 
of China and the China Herald, and commits, as far as we 
know, in his allusion to English authors, only ove very trivial 
mistake—viz, that of confounding Dr. Medhurst, the missionary, 
with his son Mr. W. H. Medhurst. On the whole, the writer 
thinks favourably of China and the Chinese. He hazards the 
assertion that they are more polite than any Europcan nation ; 
declares that since visiting the country he has renounced his 
belief that the duel was a necessary institution, as the Chinese 
are refined and courteous without it, and palliates the barbarous 
custom of compressing the fect by stating that it is not more 
injurious than the European habit of tight lacing, or more 
absurd than the crinolines in which European ladies conceal 
the natural beauty of their figures. Truly does he say that 
“une ferame au naturel et une femme Européenne habillée sont 
des deux choses du monde qui ont le moins de ressemblauce.” 

In the chapter entitled “ Antugonismo Politique,” M. Sini- 
baldo de Mas may be regarded as a special pleader for the 
Chinese, and the arguments he advances are extremely power- 
ful, if not convincing, We perfectly agreo with him in his be- 
lief that we have no right to destroy the nationality of a people 
under the pretext of civilising them. If civilisation were bappi- 
ness, the case, he says, would be altered; butthat thetwoaretotally 
distinct, is, he considers, proved by the 4,000 or 5,000 cases of 
suicide committed every year in London and Paris. Yat he does 
not for a moment doubt that “foreign commerce has been and 
continues to be a great benefit to China,” and he observes what 
everybody knows who is familiar with the land, that the na- 
tives themselves aro fully alive to the advantages of commerce 
and intercourse with Europeans, and that it is only “une race 
étrangere usurpatrice” that has endeavoured to prevent our free 
access to the country, 





A curious chapter in the work: discusses the advantage of 
China being divided into three or four different kingdoms, and 
concludes with’ remarking that France, England, and all the 
European Powers should do everything that is practicable to 
produce such a result. 

Writing on the Opium Trade, our author notes with some 
pride that not a single chest of opium has ever been introduced 
into China by means of Spanish vessels, yet he does not regard 
opium-smoking as an unmitigated evil. He says, indeed, that 
he has smoked it himself, without feeling ill-effects, or any of 
that delicious intoxication which it is described as producing. 
He tells us, too, that by a ruse he has sometimes led his com- 
panions to smoke it to excess: “ Et aussitot apres, leur ayant 
parlé d’affuires serieuses, ils m’ont répondu avec autant de 
lucidité qu'ills auraient pu le faire avant de famer.” Happy 
would M. de Mas be, he says, if he could prove his asscrtion on 
some member of “du comité chinophile anti-opiste de Londres,” 
and especially on Lord Shaftesbury himself, whom he accuses of 
not having sufficiently studied the question, and of using in- 
temperate language. At the same time, he exonerates our 
countrymen from whatever blame may attach to the originators 
of the traffic, since the Portuguese were the first in the field. 

If we were fully to review such a work as this of M. de Mas, 
we should be compelled to bring forward a number of subjects 
which have been again and again discussed in our columns. We 
do not see anything that calls for special comment in his notice 
of the three wars between Great Britain and China, unless it be 
the admirably lucid style in which they are described. His 
account, too, of the manners and customs of the Chinese, which 
occupies a considerable portion of the first volume, does not 
materially differ from the statements of other writers. Yet M. 
de Mas thinks and sces for himsclf, and while he cites largely 
from English writers, he draws his own conclusions, and has al- 
ways at hand a fund of lively illustrations. On the whole, 
while differing from the author in many of his conclusions, we 
are indebted to him for a very useful and entertaining work—a 
work which we shall be glad to place upon our shelves for fro- 
quent reference and occasional reading. 








CHINESE IMMIGRANTS IN AUSTRALIA, 


We extract the following from the columns of a daily paper :—* We 
must congratulate the respectable portion of their community on their de- 
termination to aid the Executive in putting down the scandalous riot at the 
Burragong Gold Fields, in which a mob of ruffians, after brutally assault- 
ing an inoffensive party of Chinese. proceeded to attack the police, with a 
view to rescue three of the ringleaders, who had been very properly locked 
up. From the commencement of the Chinese immigrationto the Austra- 
lian diggings, there has been an ill-feeling against them, founded partly 
upon the hatred with which vulgarminded men regard foreigners of any 
kind, and partly upon the dislike to more competition in an occupation of 
agambling character, that seldom rewards those engaged in it to the ex- 
tent of their desires. As a rule, the Chinese have been forced to work in 
the least advantageous spots, but by ‘unwearied] industry and greater thrift 
than the European di they have continued to get on, and so long as 
they violated no law, and did not interfere with the rights of others, they 
were entitled to encouragement and respect. Far from thi is the treat= 
ment accorded to them on the 30:h of June, when a large mob, armed 
with bludgeons provided for the purpose, assaulted them with the utmost 
ferocity, stealing and destroying their property, aud maltreating them. So 
gross were the outrazes, that Chinamen were actually scalped by their 
assailants in the effort to deprive them of their ¢ tails.’ “The captain of the 

lice actedexceedingly well; but when, after the repulse of one attack, 
Pts position was threatened by’ 3,000 men, he judiciously retreated, to wait 
for reinforcements, w were on the road when the mail left. All busi-. 
ness at the diggings was at a stand; the managers of the banks had left in 
fear, the rioters were in complete possession of the ground and preparing 
for resistance—an idea which, it is to be hoped, we shall hear they 
abandoned when the military arrived.” 






























THE CO/OURING OF TEA. 

A Jersey paper has the following :—The recenily-opened trade with 
Japan has afforded the opportunity of importing, for English consump- 
tion, fine green tea at a cheaper rate than from China, “The Japanese, 
like sensible tea-drinking people, have not hitherto, even for the sake of 
extra profit, covered the surface of the leaf with powdered colour, as it is 
done by the Chinese in order to please foreign customers, Merchants in 
England, knowing that in Jersey we have no Board of Customs to inter- 
fere with their operations, are sending it here to be coloured ; this makes 
the Japanese tea appear like that from China, and therefore it is more 
seemingly valuable in the London market. Many females are employed 
to change it from the natural dark oliveto the artificial bluish hue, as seea 
when sold in the shops: the change is effected nearly in the same manner 
as confectioners colour the surface of sugar-plums for chiliren. There 
can be no objection to the employment to the employment of our poor, 
as the consumer in England has ultimately to defray the cost; but not- 
withstanding this it is absurd to incur an expense to make tea unwhole- 
some for the sake of having the leaf more inviting to the eye, as the 
powdered mineral is of course washed off, and drunk when the infusion 
is taken at the tea-table. The Japanese fashion of using it in its original 
party is decidedly the best, as an infusion made fiom the unsophisticated 
leaves must be most inviting. 
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THE OPIUM TRADE. 

Tae immorality of the opium trade with China is almost uni- 
versally admitted ; its impolicy in a commercial point of view, 
though not so obvious, can, we think, be proved. Looking at 
the subject from the loftiest of all stand-points, we should be 
justified in asserting that a vicious traffic must in the long run 
be as detrimental to the trader as to the purchaser. So much 
at least we know from our belief in the moral government of 
the universe, since this is Gop's world and not the Devil's. 
But on such a matter as this a mere ebstract belief will be im- 
mensely strengthened by facts ; and those who, for the sake of 
humanity, would be glad to witness the annihilation of this 
trade will be gratified in knowing that it contains in it the 
elements of its own destruction. We do not quite agree with 
Colonel Syxes in his broad assertion that, “ whatever the pre- 
“text for our wars with China, they really originated in the 
“opium complications and our smuggling transactions,” for 
our extraordinary ignorance twenty years ago of Chinese cus- 
toms and institutions, combined with our imperfect knowledge 
of the language, tended in great measure to produce @ rup- 
ture at that time. The opium trade, indeed, grew with the 
rapidity of fungi efter the abolition of the East India 
Company’s monopoly in 1834, but, though it tended to 
hasten a rupture between our country and China, it was 
not the sole cause of it, Still we have the hideous fact that the 
strenuous exertions of the Chinese Government to prevent the 
illicit opium traffic were opposed by the equally strenuous 
labours of English merchants and others to introduce the 
poison into the country. How fatally the latter have succeeded 
we know from the 70,000 chests of opium which are annually 
imported into China, and from the revenue derived from it last 
year, which amounted to upwards of six millions sterling. 

There can be no doubt whatever that in proportion to the 
success of the traffic in opium will be the detriment to legiti- 
mate branches of trade. It is not merely that immense sums 
are spent by the Chinese in this pernicious drug, but that the 
purchase and use of it tend to destroy the sale of our British 
manufactures. Opium smoking is the worst species of intoxica- 
tion. It is an expensive luxury, and at the same time dis- 
ables a man from work, and any one who has visited the opium 
shops in China knows well the utter degradation into which the 
opium smoker inevitably falls. Does your Compradore appear 
stupid and dull, you at once know the cause, and tax him with 
indulging in the fatal drug, notwithstanding you are daily 
selling it. Truly bas it been said that the confirmed opium stmoker 
“isthe most forlorn creature that treads the earth.” “ What we 
“ are doing,” says an able writer on the subject, “is just this ; 
“we are drugging to the death the man whom we are hoping 
“ to see enter our shop daily, purse in hand !” and a Chinese 
Officer at Shanghai on being asked how trade might best be pro- 
moted, instantly answered :—“ Cease sending us millions’ worth 
: of opium, and then our people will have more money to pur- 

Chage your manufactures.” He might have sdded that not 





=e 
only would more money be then available for the purposes 
trade, but that the power to conduct business would sine be Fo 
stroyed ; for as Koo Krnasnan said, five-and-twenty years ago, 
“ Merchants who smoke fail to keep their appointments, and 
“ all their concerns fall behind-hand. For the wasting of time 
“ and the destruction of business, the pipe is unrivalled.” 


Now, if the export of this drug from India and its sale in China 
continues to increase.in the proportion which it has done of late 
years, it is clear almost to a demonstration that British goods 
will lack purchasers, and that British trade in its honourable 
and legitimate branches will be considerably curtailed. Such a 
reault, however, we will not anticipate. As India has now 
passed over to the British Crown, our Government will be re- 
sponsible for the extent to which the poppy shall be grown, and 
it rests with the Government to say how far, by the growth and 
sale of the plant, the commercial interests of this country and 
the moral interests of China shall be injured. Happily the ex- 
pense of cultivating the poppy has considerably increased, and 
promises to increase yet more, and there are many reasons for 
believing that ere long the cultivation of the plant, except for 
medicinal purposes, will be a losing speculation, That the 
opium traffic will be ultimately placed by public opinion among 
the obsolete branches of trade we have not the slightest doubt. 


COMMERCE WITH CHINA ACROSS BURMAH. 


We copy the following article on the above important subject 
from the Calcutta Englishman :— 


“Dr. C. Williams took his departure from Rangoon in the steamer of 
the 2ad of August, en roxte to Amerpoora, where he goes on 8 political 
mission to the Burmese Court. There he will be in communication with 
Colonel Phayre, the Commissioner of Pegu, and will negotiate with the 
King for permission to undertake the expedition through Northera Bure 
mah and the Himalaya passes into the Chine@ province of Yunnan, 

“ Dr. Williams is an assistant-surgeon in Her Majesty's 68th Regiment, 

stationed at Rangoon; and since his in Pegu, bas much 
of his time to the study of the Burmese in which be is pro- 
plsh cficicsiy the eaterpne upon ube he bent shoud te pertaon 
P ciently the enterprise upon which he is bent, isi 
Sf the Burmese authorities be fortunally obtained. 
“ One great geographical problem which will be solved in carrying out 
the proposed ex ion will be the decision of @ point now involved in 
total uncertainty and obscurity, Damely, into what stream the Sampoo 
River, which flows from east to west in Central Asia, del its waters. 
In most of our maps it is arbitrarily marked es taki 
and pouring its flood into the great rolume of the 
reacting the ocean ; whereas some awert that it takes ‘no such bead, bat 
still continuing its eastern course, unites with the Irrawaddy, and so gains 
the sea. There is not the slightest proof of either position; but we be- 
lieve the more valid assumption is that our charts are erroneous, and that 
the latter course is the true one. 

“ A communication, not very lucid and intelligible it is true, bas been 
received here froma Freach missionary vicar, now, and for many years 

residing in Thibet, who aseerts that the Sampoo forms no connection 
whatever with the Burhampooter, but continues its easterly course to join 
the Irrawaddy, asabore described, and so reaches the ocean ; and this inte- 
resting question will be one of the first cleared up by Dr. Williams's expe- 
. The difficulties of the new route from Burmah into the Chinese 
province of Yunnan cannot be great, as there is a considerable and 
trade carried on through it between the two countries; and it is with the 
view to carry a line of British commerce over the same ground into 
Southern Chine that the present political mission to the Court of Ava has 
been undertaken, preliminary, it is to be hoped, to the British officer con- 
tinuing his journey into the Celestial Empire, with the sanction of that 
Court. 

“The present King of Burmah is not without some sentiments of en- 
lightened policy, and it is believed would freely consent to the of 
British merchandise through his dominions, were it not for his natural 
dread of political and military difficulties hereafter arising, which might 
make him regret, as 40 many other Asiatic potentates have done, the estab- 
lishment of too free communications with us, who are believed by our 
neighbours in the East to carry—fint, bales, packages, and casks, to be 
almost invariably followed by swords and other aggressive weapons.” 

An “expedition through Northern Burmah and the Himalaya 
passes into the Chinese province of Yunnan” for trade with 
“ Southern” China, is an absurdity, not only as regards a 
commercial route between India and Western Chins, but also 
as regards the known geography of that very mountainous 
part of Asia situated west, north, and east of the northern 
portion of Burmah. And this we will fully show by a brief 
description of it in a future number. 

So, also, what the Englishman says on the subject of such 
an expedition’s determining whether the great Thibetan river 
north of the Himalaya range, named variously the Aru, Yaru, 
Yérutsanpo, or Sanpu, becomes the Bramapootra south of that 
range, or the Irawaddy of Burmah, is, in our opinion, a very 
idle inquiry ; the question having been long since most satis- 
factorily solved, notwithstanding the hostility of the wild 
mountain tribes on that part of our frontier to our exploring 
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the Brahmapootra upwards from its extreme north-cas point 
north-westward to the Aru or Sanpu. 

The body of water of the last-named river, at a point of it, full 
a’degree west and north of Bhamo on the Upper Irrawaddy, is 
known to surpass by far the volume of tho Irrawaddy at that 
town. So the body of the Brahmapootra in Upper Assam 
very far surpesses what its mountain tributaries from the east, 
including the Lohit, Dehong, and other streams, carry into it. 
Additional to which, we have the fact that the Upper Irra- 
waddy has been traced to its sources in the snowy mountain 
ranges which form the lofty water-shed between them, the Thi- 
betan and Chinese river Lou-Kiang or Nan-tien Ho—called in 
Burmah the “Salveen,”"—and the eastern tributaries before- 
named of the Bramapootra, 


‘We will only here add our opinion that the King of Bunuax, 
whose great desire to be honoured with a visit from an Envoy 
direct from our QugEN and this country is well known, will not 
feel very flattered at having deputed tohim an Assistant Surgeon 
of a British regiment quartered in the principal port of His 
Masyarr’s ancient kingdom. However learned and scientific Dr. 
‘Wr1ams may be, how great soever his attainments, bis Eastern 
experience, and knowledge of the Burman language and customs, 
he will be viewed at the new capital of Mandelay as a subordi- 
nate in a profession which is not held in the highest rank at 
the Burman or any Asiatic Court. And,- beyond doubt, the 
Kuna, his Court, ministers, and people, will not fail to compare, 
with wounded feelings, the sending of such an Envoy to him 
by the Government of Calcutta, with the Envoys sent, in late 
years, direct from our QUEEN to the inferior Court of Siam, and 
to the Courts of China, Japan, and Persia, noither of which, 
though larger in extent and more populous than we have left 
Burmah, is more independent as a Sovereign Power, or more 
worthy of the direct friendly recognition of our QuREN. 


THE PRUSSIAN EXPEDITION TO CHINA. 


The Berlin National-Zeitung. publishes the following letter 
from an officer belonging to the Prussian Expedition to China 
and Japan. The allusion to the English Ambassador is, how- 
ever, quite erroneous :— 

P “ Tiea-tsin, June 25, 1861. 

“ After remaining for five weeks in the harbour of Tche-foo, the squa- 
ron arrived the day before yesterday at the mouth of the Peiho, probably 
to take leave of the north of China in a fortnight and proceed south. 
‘There is but little chance of our concluding a treaty with the Imperial 
Gorernment. They are willing enough to negotiate a commercial treaty, 
but refuse point-blank the important concession of allowing a Prussian 
ambassador to reside at Peking with jurisdiction; but as England, France, 
and Russia have obtained this right, of course Prussia cannot be satisfied 
with less. It is generally understood here that we are indebted for this 
refusal to the Freoch, whose influence since the war |has vastly increased, 
and thrown that of England into the shade. Mr. Bruce is not considered 


to be an able diplomatist, and calumny asserts that his wife is the chief | degre 


politician, and that she is swayed by French influence inthe person of M, 
oulon, 

“Count Eulenburg is gone up to Peking to-day in order to have an 
interview with Prince Kung and see what can be done. He hopes to 
obtain a decisive answer in a fortnight, when we shall proceed to Hong 


Kong, the Count going in the Arcona. It is, however, a it question 
whether it would not be advisable to open nezotiations with the rebels, who 
are de facto in ion of a great part of China, and on the point of 


marching to Peking, after the fall of which they will be the real masters 
of the whole empire. The Maud-shu «lynasty has overlived itself, and it 
cannot last long before they lose even the appearance of power. 

«“« We yesterday ped ‘a visit to the celebrated Taku forts, which cost the 
English and French so mueh troubleto take. ‘There were originally four, 
but now only two are in existence, the others having been blown up. 
‘That one, situated on the right bank of the Peiho, is occupied by the 
British, whilst that on the left bank is garrisoned by the French. “They 
are both built entirely of earthwork, and their construction reminds one of 
the entrenched camp at Woosung. If the English had given themselves 
the trouble to land out of range ofthe guns and attack the forts in the rear, 
instead of wading through the knee-deep mud with an unnecessary display 
of bravery, and tying to take the forts by storm, they would have been 
saved their painful defeat two years ago, and need not have uselessly 
sacrificed the lives of 600 gallant men. 

“A short time since an English gunboat was lost as a supplementary 
comequence of the war, and to the sooret joy of the Chinese. Last year 
the latter had sunk ship-traps in the mouth of the river, to prevent the en- 
trance of the enemy's gunboats, traps are constructed on the same 
Principle as those used in our own attacks and defence of fortified places, 
Preventing the form of a spherical star covered with iron spikes, some of 
which must necessarily be turned upwards, in whatever direction the in- 
strument iy be thrown or sunk. Several of these dangerous machines 
—ome of them weighing as much as cleven tons—were found by the 
allies in the bed of the river and taken out, and the channel was supposed 
to be quite clear of them, when the above-mentioned unfortunate gunboat 
ran right on to one, which pierced her bows to such an extent that she was 
hopelessly lost and bad to be abandoned. : 
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“The English aad French troops live in earth huts ; the former without 
any attempt at comfort, as if they considered it only ss a temporary occu 
pation, and therefore not worth the trouble, though they have been quar- 
tered there now for more than a year. On the Sther “hand, the French

ARMY MEDICAL DEPARTMENT IN CHINA, 

The late Lord Herbert, on moving the thanks of Parliament to the 
army for its conduct during the last war with China, was enabled to make 
the proud and unprecedented statement that the health of the troops 
throughout that arduous campaign had been as good as if they had been 
employed at home. We need not say how this most satisfactory announce- 
ment was received by a cheering House. It was, indeed, felt by the 
nation that we had half redeemed the disgrace of the dreadful scenes of 
our first occupation of Chusan, during the Chinese war of 1840-1-2, 
where we rehearsed on a minor scale all that we afterwards performed in 
the great theatre of the Crimea. It seemed that it had at length been 
demonstrated to the military authorities what attention to the simple laws 
of nature could effect, and that an army could be maintained in a high 
state of health and efficiency even in aclimate by no means favourable to 
European life. Such opposite results, among the same people and in the 
same country, are not to be explained away by any theory as to difference 
of season, or of intensity in the morbific influence of climate during the 
two campaigns. We havea simple and more obvious mode of accounting 
for the terrible mortality of the troops in the one case, and their compara- 
tive exemption from sickness in the other. In the first Chinese war, the 
principal medical officer was powerless, and just as likely as not to be 
snubbed and issulted if he ventured to tender advice to his military 
superiors, with reference to the selection of encempments, or to any 
matter connected with the health of the army. In the late war, however, 
there was a sanitary medical officer attached to the Quarter-master~ 
General's office, and the principal medical officer had the right to com- 
municate with the Secretary for War, through the Director-General of 
the Medical Department, on all subjects relating to the health of the 
force. The knowledge that this important appeal would be resorted to, 
if occasion required, averted anything like interference or interruption 
from the operations of the sanitary officer. His suggestions were promptly 

and carried into execution by the military authorities; and, as 

the world knows, all went well. The new medical organisation of the 
army was, in fect, upon its trial during the recent Chinese campaign, and 
the manner in which it passed through that ordeal more than realised the 
most sanguine anticipations of those by whom it was devised. But it ap- 
pears that this admirable system, which procured for our soldiers comfort, 
and secured an unparalleled average of health, even under unfavourable 
circumstances of exposure, contains an element distasteful in the highest 
ree to the military authorities. An outcry was raised in « high 
quarter that the “doctors” had, through the Warrant of 1858, become too 
powerful and independent ; and it is said that an attempt was actually 
made to abolish this wholesome appeal against military prejudice to 
the War-oflice, upon the absurd and long exploded ground that it was 
subveniive of discipline. However unlikely such an attempt was to suc- 
ceed, we cannot forget that, within the last few months, the Medical 
‘Warrant of 1858 bas been infringed, so as to degrade the surgeon from 
the rank it assigned him. When this unfortunate measure was announced 
in April last, we took occasion to urge that it not merely inflicted an 
injury upon the officers whom it more immediately affected, but that it had 
& much more extended and more serious im We contended that, 
amongst those who had joined the medical ranks on the faith of the War- 
rant of 1858, there would be discontent and disappointment, with a want 
of confidence in the stability of Royal Warrants; and that at the medical 
schools young men of high attainments, the class to whom it is desirable 
to entrust the care of our soldiers, whether in peace or war, would hesitate 
to enter a service in which inducements held out by an Order in Council 
can be so abruptly, and without apparent reason, withdrawn. Our antici- 
pations in both respects have already been too truly verified. But it is 
not yet too late to repair the mischief already |, and it is understood 
that ‘the authorities at the War- Office are by no means indisposed to 
the army surgeons that rank of which they, without even the sem! 
of reason, have been deprived. It is, however, said that this proposition 
has been most strenuously resisted by the Horse Guards. Be as it 
may, we feel assured that a heavy responsibility will rest with those who 
obstruct any reasonable means to maintain the medical de; tin the 
high state of efficiency which it displayed in the recent Chinese campaii 

ere is fortunately in this country a power—that of public opinion— 
against which, as historical precedents have shown, when great national 
interests are at stake, the influence of rank, however exalted, must in the 
long run cease to il. The public must take their choice. With

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THE COMING TROUBLES IN JAPAN. 


‘Those who are in the habit of thinking that their own countrymen, when 
brought into contact with half-civilised races, must always be in the wrong 
will, no doubt, have their own explanation of the event which has just 
taken place in Japan. The British Legation has been attacked bya band 
of natives, who attempted to murder all its inmates. Two gentlemen, Mr. 

Oliphant and Mr. Morison, were wounded, the rest happily escaping un- 
hurt. We have as yet no details of the affair, but that it was most serious 
in its character may be judged from the fact thatthe European community 
were in a state of great uneasiness, in spite of the affected anxiety of the 
Japanese Government for their safety. It may be that in a few weeks we 
shall hear of further woubles,—perhaps some outrage on one of our coun- 
trymen, perhaps a breaking off of diplomatic and friendly relations with the 
Japanese State, perhaps of hostilities such as followed the last dispute with 
the Chinese at Canton, This country may possibly be again called upon 
to choose between a relinquishment of all that has been gained by years 
of enterprise and a resort to strong measures. A war in which no glory 
can be gained, and in which we seem to be scourging a crowd of 
feeble barbarians who can make no real resistance, is a contest from which 
& great country must instinctively shrink, That the Japanese Govern- 
ment will spare us the necessity of such an appeal to force as Yeh pro- 
yoked is much to be hoped. According to the accounts given by travel- 
lers, it is strong enough to protect foreigners within its borders, and its 
anxiety for the Europeans at Kanagawa ean soon be dispelled by its own 
exertions. A few days will suffice to give the British Legation all the 
security that can be desired, and we make no doubt that the assassins can 
be seized and brought to justice by the regular action of the Japanese 
police, No rebels check the authority of the Sovereign, and no fanatical 
soldiery, so far as we know, render the protection of foreigners difficult or 
dangerous to the Throne, Although the attempt of the sth of July may 
have been the work of a band of assassins, yet we have a right to hold the 
Government responsible for the safety of our countrymen, since it is 
plainly in its power to keep from harm the little band of foreigners within 
its dominions. It is quite possible, however, that a good deal of trouble 
may be in store for us in those regions. The Japanese have been de- 
scribed as peaceable and friendly, polite and clever, and yet almost Arca- 
dian in their simplicity and their want of knowledge of good and evil. It | 
is, of course, not safe to trust the descriptions of travellers who merely 
tell us what they see in streets and palace courts, who judge of human 
nature by the K pd it puts on at official receptions, and who feel the 
charm which the engaging curiosity of half-civilised men and women 
always has for the European. No accurate knowledge of the Japanese 
character as yet prevails in England; all that we have leamt is that the 
people are asort of more refined Chinese, gifted with qualities which have 
worked outa singular and noteworthy civilisation, andthat they have not been | 
strongly opposed to admitting us to political and commercial intercourse. | 
‘The long exclusion which was maintained seems to bave been the effect of 
timidity rather than bigotry and savageness; the excesses of the Portu- | 
guese in early times made ‘it a traditional policy of the State, and it was, 
perhaps, necessary to save the people from falling under the yoke of some 
ambitious European Sovereign or some unscrupulous adventurers, On 
the whole, there is much to prepossess us in favour of the Japanese, and 
it would cause pain and indignation in England if any of our country- 
men were by their own faults to bring us into collision with a race which, 
at any rate, has always lived within its own four seas, and harmed neither | 
ourselves nor any of our neighbours, But still it is quite possible that this 
secluded and simple people may be subject to an excess of fanaticism dan- 
gerous to the European residents, and not to be disregarded by their re- | 
spective Governments. The very timidity which has so long excluded all but 
@ single nation may incite the people, and even the authorities, to nefarious 
acts in the hope of driving the diplomatic and commercial residents out | 
of the country. The first entrance of the British into Japan took place 
immediately aiier satisfaction had been obtained for the insults offered by 
Yeh and his myrmidons. The Japanese Government—partly, we may 
‘suppose, from admiration and a desire to be the friends of so powerful @ 
people, but partly, doubtless, from lack of resolution to resist the ap- 
prosebes of an ambassador who had a large fleet and army within a few 
undred miles—has made concessions of which it possibly now repents. 
‘The traditional policy of many generations is departed from, and the 
whole of Enrope is admitted to privileges far more extensive than any ac- 
corded to the Butch in times past. Fora time the novelty of the thing 
appeais to have pleased the people, and the presence of the British and 
French representatives was aven with no ill will by any class. But of late 
there is some reason to suppose that Japan has repented of its liberality. 
Not only England and Frauce, but the United States and the minor king- 
doms of Europe have been showing their flags in Japanese waters, and 
their citizens have been asserting their new rights on Japanese soil. Japan 
finds that it is being drawn rapidly into the vortex of the world’s inter- 
Course. Shipscome and go from all parts of the world, the language of all 
European nations is heard in the streets, and the claims of all must soon be 
respected by the authorities. Japanese subjects will svon be)wandering over 
the world like Chinese, and coming back with new beliefs and hitherto 
unheard-of knowledge to unsettle the minds of the pilgrims to Fusi-Jama, 
The consequence is that in some quarters there is an evident desire to get 
tid of us. As in most other countries, there is a reactionary party, which 
makes itself felt, although the Government may disown, and even condemn 
it, In Japan there is a class of feudal chiefs who have seen with displea- 
Sure the advance of foreiga enterprise. Japan for the Japanese” is the 
wrexim of these Conservatives, and, if there be any truth in the rumours 
Fuich float about the foreign residencies, the dangers which threaten 
somoheans arise chiefly from them. ‘The American who was murdered 
pshisd ime since is suspected to have fallen a victim to the retainers of some 
Prorat; mam and the attack on the British Legation may also have been 
ted by an equally high-placed personage. The Government pre- 

















crimes whith have thrown the European community into com 
fusion are the work, not of common robbers, but of ruffians who 
act with the connivance of persons having influence in the country 
then the action of our own Government must be summary and firm. 
We do not, however, anticipate that it will be necessary to have 
Fecourse to violence in maintaining our in Japan. The Emperor 
may possibly, with the weak duplicity of a barbarian, affect ignorance of 
what has taken place, or want of power to prevent it; or he may make a 
display of vigilance without meaning that it shall produce any effect, either 
in the way of prevention or detection. All this is on the supposition— 
which of course wants proof—that the Government is indifferent to the 
safety of the European residents and desires to rescind the treatios with 

England and France. But, putting it at the worst—namely, that the 

Japanese Government is really playing us false, and conniving at the 
crimes ofa band of bravoes,—we think that it requires only a display of 
vigour on the part of our officers in those parts to bring the Emperor to 
reason and his assassinating subjects to punishment, It is certainly an un- 
toward event that the difficulties in China should be thickening just at 

this conjecture, and that the rebels should be approaching the most pros- 

perous port in the empire with an army of 100,000 men, Such a state of 
things is not only dangerous to our interests in the Celestial Empire itself, 

but it makes the Japanese disturbances more alarming, inasmuch as it may 
tend to detain the naval forces ,of the European powers in Chinese waters 

when their presence might be necessary in Japan. But a suificient force 

will, no doubt, be spared to make the Government of that country aware 

that the lives of Englishmen are not to be taken with impunity. Prompt 

and decided action is, after all, the safest for us, and the most merciful to 

the Japanese themselves, Such a demonstration as will force the Govera- 
ment to carry out faithfully the terms of its treaties will be far better than 

‘complaints and remonstrances, which will be looked upon only as signs of 
weakness.— The Times.

If we are to believe some people, 
Captain Bruton never went to Mecca; and more than one German re- 
viewer has laboured to prove that Dr. Bartle never went to Timbuctoo, 
who, in his turn, turns round upon-the explorer of the gorilla country, and 
criticises the geography of a part which he certainly never visited. “From 
‘an article written in the London and China Telegraph it now appears 
that there is some reason to suppose that the late Mr. Atkinson's work on 
‘The Amoor’ is open to more adverse criticism than it has hitherto been 
exposed to. We give the charge as it stands, and in awaiting the results 
of public investigation can only observe that there is a strong primé facie 
case of plagiarism and of suppreasio veri.” 


GORILLAS IN BORNEO, 

The Straits Times draws attention to the great similarity of the animals 
aswell as in climate and scenery between the gorilla country described 
by M. Dou Chaillu and the Eastern Archipelago which lies in the same lati- 
tude. The ants, wasps, and sandfly correspond. All the statements of 
the natives of Sumatra and Borneo agrce in the fact that there is an 
animal, not the ourang-outang, thus deseribed by a recent traveller -— 
“ Had another palaver with the hudw men about the Mawas, and they gave 
me almost word for word the same story as the Pakan Baru people. All 
insist that it is not an ourang-outang—that is, not a monkey, but a man 
covered with black liir, standing ashigh asa man, with the toes tumed in- 
wards, and the bone of the forearm bare and sharp —with this it can cut 
down trees, and a single blow is sufficient to killa man. They were first 
seen by the sea Malays, some ten years ago, when the high price of gutta 
percha induced whole villages to turn out into the jungle for the purpose 
of gathering it, and in the deepest and densest covers of the interior they 
found the Mawas.” 


INSOLVENT DEBTORS’ COURT.—IN RE H. C. 6IRR, LATE OF 
HONG KONG. 

The insolvent, a barrister, applied to be discharged. Mr. Sargood 
opposed for Mrs. Penelope Mary Goddard Mason (ate irr), who had ob~ 
tained a decree of dissolution of her marriage with the insolvent, upon the 
ground of his adultery.—Mr. Griffiths supported — Mr. Sargood objected to 
the jurisdiction of this Court, and submitted that the copy of causes showing: 
the nature of the warrant upon which the insolvent was detained did not 
prove that the Court had powerto grant a discharge. The copy of causes set 
out an order of Sir C. Cresswell, and attaching the insolvent for contempt, 
and ordering him to be brought before him to answer such tatters as might 
then be alleged against him.—For the insolvent it was contended that he 
was really in custody for non-payment of £195 costs, and from that de~ 
tainer this Court had power to discharge.— The learned Commissioner said 
he had no power to discharge for any contempt but that which related 
solely to non-payment of costs. He must have more precise information 
as to the nature of the detainer before he could deal with the case.—The 
case was then adjourned for further evidence.

TRIAL TRIP OF THE STEAMER “ UNDINE.”

TRIAL TRIPS OF THE “ISLAND QUEEN.” 

‘We are now able to furnish the following particulars of the performances 
ofthe paddte-wheel steamer, Island Queen, built by Messrs. Laird andSons, 
Birkenhead, for Captain Macfarlane and others. As already stated, the 
vessel is 400 tons and 110 nominal horse power, her engines being fitted 
with surface condensers. She made her first trial trip to Douglas, Isle of 
Man, thence to Holyhead, and from there to Liverpool, her average speed 
being 10 knots, and the consumption of coal equal to 10 tons in 24 hours. 
During this trial the weather was bad, with strong winds and hi 
The next trial was to ascertain her efficiency as a tug-boat, and su 
she towed out to sea, from the Merscy, a new vessel belonging to Mr. 
Edward Bates, called the Edward Percy. The Edward Percy is about 
900 tons measurement, and was drawing fully 18 fect. She towed this 
vessel easily at the rate of eight knots per hour, which is considered a first- 
rate result, looking at the nominal power of the steamer and the size of the 
vessel towed. ‘The consumption of coal during the time she was towing 
was at the rate of 12 tons in 24 hours. The surface condensers worked 
beautifully, the vacuum being steady at 28. Two other trials were made, 
each of four hours’ duration, In one case she made a speed of eight to nine 
knots, with a consumption equal to six tons in 24 hours; going 10 to 11 
knots, the consumption was equal to 104 tons. The improved class of 
cogines with surface condensers has proved satisfactory, and its advantages 
will be more apparent when contrasted with engines on the common plan, 
especially for long voyages, the boilers being kept perfectly clean and free 
from the incrustation usual when ordinary condensers are used. The 
Asland Queen left Liverpool on the 22nd inst. for Hong Kong.

Before quitting the ship all hands assembled below, 
by pre-arrangement, and, having invited the boatswain to join them, pre- 
sented him with an elegant gold chain and boatswain’s call, purchased by 
a subscription among themselves, amounting to about €15.

On Monday last a large 
amount of prize-money and pilotaze, due from China, was paid to the 
crew, several of the seamen receiving upwards of £200 each, By reason

In addition, however, to the present defences, 
the projection known as Cheyney Rock has been selected by the Govern- 
ment a8 the site of a powerful casemated battery. This rock is situate at 
a distance of little over 2,000 yards from the right of the present works, 
and by position it is admirably adapted for the purposes to which it will be 
applied. As soon as the works in progress have been completed, the sea 
defences on the eastern shore will consist of an almost impregnable strong- 
hold, mounting rather more than 150 guns. All of these will eventually 
be: Armstrongs, crossing each other's fire at varying angles of elevation and 
depression, the whole baving a complete command of the narrow channel, 
and bearing on every point at which a fleet could anchor or take up a 
threatening position. In addition to the fortifications which defend the 








erection at Garrison-point, the armament of which will consist of guns 
of the heaviest calibre. Extensive fortifications are also in course of

Her Majesty's ship Undawnted, 51 guns, recently launched at Chatham, 
left her moorings in Sheerness harbour, and proceeded to the Maplin 
Sands to test her machinery at the measured mile, Captain Schomberg, 
ofthe steam reserve, had command of the ship, and Messrs. Price (in- 
spector of machinery afloat), Blaxland (chief engineer, Sheerness-yard), 

‘obinson (assistant shipwright, Sheerness), and G. Penny (foreman of 
shipwrights afloat, Chatham), were in attendance on the part of the Go- 
vernment. The trial was most successful, the working of the engines ex- 
ceeding the most sanguine expectations. The trial was conducted under 
the disadvantages of being against both tide and wind, the wind being 
from north-west by north, with a force of eix to seven. The results were 
—average speed with full boiler power, 18 knots; revolutions, 61; pres 
sure of steam, 20Ib.; vacuum, 25; draught of water—aft, 20ft. 2 in.; 
forward, 15ft. 6 in. ; Griffiths's screw diameter, 18f., pitch 20R.; speed 
at half-boiler power, 114 knots, 51 revolutions.

The posdlentbeat steam sloop Firebrand, 6, Commander James M. 
Bruce, the crew of which have suffered so fatally in the West Indies from 
yellow fever, has arrived in Plymouth Sound. She left Halifax August 
the 22nd, and on the 29th encountered a gale, in which her mainyard and 
one lower deck port were carried away. The Firebrand lost altogether 
by yellow fever one assistant-paymaster, two assistant-engineers, a boat- 
swain, and forty-seven petty officers and seamen. The crew are now in 
good health. 

‘The sailing ship Boscawen, 70, formerly flagship to Admiral Sir Frede- 
rick Grey, on the Cape station, is now fitting alongside the dockyard, 
Devonport, as a training ship for boys, to be stationed at Southampton. 

We hear that it is proposed to commission the Ri‘eman, at Deptford, 
and to despatch her, under the command of Mr. John W. Reed, Master 
(1857), to China, for the purpose of being employed on surveying duty. 
The Actaon's orders for returning to England have been sent out some

The Bank of England have further reduced their rate of dis- 
count to 3} per cent. This rate will not, however, continue 
more than a month, when the rate will again tend upward. 
Public Securities have been well maintained, and Consols have 
touched 93, causing the failure of eight brokers on the Stock 
Exchange. 

The increased disposition to enter into business in South 
American Stocks which has been manifested during the present 
year continues observable. The South scems to revive as the 
North falls into discredit, and it is a remarkable fact that the 
number of defaulting States is now greater in the latter than in 
the former. Among the South American republics there afe 
now only three in disgrace, and none of these have ever re- 
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sorted to’ open repudiation—a practice which belongs to the 
North alone. The three non-paying republics are Venezuela, 
‘New Granada, and Mexico, All the other Southern States of 
the American continent have either maintained their credit 
intact from the: first or have made arrangements for the re- 
sumption of liabilities which are being faithfully carried out. 
Brazil occupies the peculiar position of never having had her 
financial reputation brought into question during her whole 
existence. Chili, Peru, and Buenos Ayres stand next in rank, 
a temporary default in each of these cases having been long 
since repaired, and dividends and sinking funds being now 
remitted each half-year with undeviating regularity. Equador 
a few years back joined in the march of honesty, and, after a 
short iuterruption, consequent upon the rule of an illegal 
government, which was improperly tolerated by our Foreign. 
office, is now again meeting her engagements in  commend- 
able spirit. 

A general Court of proprietors of the Bank of England has 
been held for the purpose of declaring a dividend; Mr. Alfred 
Latham, the Governor, presiding. It was announced that the 
profit for the six months ending the 31st of August was 
£750,589, making the Rest on that day £3,751,654. The 
Directors proposed a distribution of 5 per cent. for the half- 
year, free of income-taz, leaving the Rest at £3,024,004, which 
was unanimously agreed to without discussion. In moving the 
usual vote of thanks, Alderman Salomons, M.P,, alluded in com- 
plimentary terms to the satisfactory course adopted by the 
Court in meeting the wishes of the public by the earlier publica- 
tion of the Bank returns. 

There is a probability that in the next Session of Parliament 
it will be found necessary to take a comprehensive review of the 
Indian railroad question. The money wasted and the interests 
injured by the system under which these works have hitherto 
been promoted would prove upon examination to be of most 
serious extent. Indeed, among experienced observers there is 
strong conviction that the waste may be sct down at least at 
25 per cent. which, on the £55,000,000 actually and prospect- 
ively guarantced, would amount to £13,750,000. 

The tot] amount of gold to be seut to this country by the 
State Bank of Russia was £250,000. Of this a great portion has 
arrived. 

The Chairman of tho Leeds Chamber of Commerce, having 
written to Earl Russell, urging him to depute Mr. Cobden, 
MP, to visit Belgium and Berlin, to negotiate the settlement of 
commercial treaties, his lordship has replied to the request, by 
stating that Lord Palmerston was of opinion that there was 
great inconvenience in appointing persons not in the public 
service, and ou that account Mr. Ward, the English Chargé 
d’Affaires at Hamburg, had been appointed to negotiate on be- 
half of Her Majesty's Government. 

‘The advices from New York show the anticipation of a 
further advance in the rate of exchange to have been correct, 
the quotation being now firm at 108. With the large issues of 
Government notes and scourities, a continuance of this move- 
ment seems inevitable, notwithstanding the temporary check it 
may receive from the purchases of wheat for France. 

The commercial advices from Buenos Ayres via Bordeaux, by 
the French mail steamer, bring the intelligence that an 
amicable arrangement has been entered into between the con- 
tending parties for a peaceful separstion of Buenos Ayres from 
the Argentine Confederation, A treaty is to be drawn out by 
two Plenipotentiaries, and Senor Restra has already been named 
to act in that capacity for the former Government. 

A telegram received by Messrs. Glass, Elliot, and Co. from 
Port Vendres announces that the submarine telegraph cable 
lately laid between that port and Minorca has been joined to 
the cable Jaid between Algiers and Minorca in September last, 
and that a direct communication is now established between 
France and Algiers. 

The purchase of cotton at Liverpool for New York has been 
already noticed. The steamer Edinburgh, which sailed from 
Liverpool for New York, took on freight 1,200 bales, 

At Demerara a meeting of the Council of Government was 
held on the 20th ult. at which, among other business, a letter 
was read from Mr. Thornton Warner, emigration agent at Cal- 
cutta, stating that orders had been given to despatch five 
hundred Chinese this year for Trinidad. 

‘The accounts from Manchester show that the adoption fof 
the short-time movement has been further stimulated by the 
continued absence of a rise in manufactured goods commen- 
surate to that in cotton, Spinners and manufacturers in all 





parts of the district, it is stated, are giving notice to their 
hands that they are to work only four days a-week; Several 
firms have adopted three days as the limit, and a few have 
given notice to stop entirely. According to some estimates, 


the consumption of the staple is now 25 per cent. below the 
fall regular quantity. 


‘THE MALTA AND ALEXANDRIA CABLE, 


Accounts from Malta of the 17th state that :— 

“ The British screw steamer Malacce, having on board another section 
of the Malta and Alexandria electric tel ‘cable, came in on the after- 
noon of the 12th inst.—from London, 26 days; Plymouth, 17;-and Port 
Mahon, 8. Mr. Samuel Canning, managing engineer for Mesers. Glasse, 
Elliott, and Co., and a staff of electricians rived by her. The Rangoon, 
which bas been here or three weeks with another portion of the cable, 
awaiting the arrival of the Malacca, left om thé 15th inst. She 
to the Alexandria buoy, and, after joining the ends, will pay out the cable 
she has on board to Bengazi. To this Mace the Malacca will repair in 
aday or two to await for her. ‘The Malacca will then commence laying 
her cable from the buoy in the Gulf of Syrtis to Bengazi, which will com- 
plete the whole line between Malta and Alexandria. The remainder of 
the cable on board the Malacca, which it is expected will amount to about 
fifty miles, is to be coiled in a tank now being constructed on the shore of 
Malta harbour, to be used in case it should be wanted for repairing any 
part ofthe line.
